without their barrows, assembled in the 
precincts of the Mixed Court, and sought. 
the advice and protection of the Magistrate.

ticket, which was instantly torn up and, 
thrown away. “On these facts becoming 
known to the Police, measures were taken 
to prevent such attacks, and constables 
‘were detailed to. watch in .-all_ quarters. 
“The codlies contintted to assetnble in groups 
‘throughout the day, bit no further outrages 
were reported, though it is not easy at 
present to foresee how the mattor will end, 
‘ag the day wore on, however, those who 
had money began to call for thelr licenses ; 
‘but instead of the 800 or 1,000 who usually 
take them ont on the first day, only about, 
200 obtained them, , The sudden withdrawal 
from traffic of thousands of whoel-barrows 
gave.the streets a peculiarly deserted look, 
though enhancing. the convenience of 
drivers. —Tho increased tax on jinrikehas, 
from 400 cash pex month to 600, comes 
into force to-day, and indications aro not 
show that similar difficulties

As usual, 
the bridge was doing its beat to reap a great 
harvest, about sixteen Chinese being em- 
ployed to collect cash from the passengers. 
Among the latter were a few soldiers who 
had had leave to visit their family graves, 
and were wearing thelr uniform. It is 
Obinese custom that all officlals and mon 
in uniform should pass free over bridges, 
forries, or wherever toll 18 payable; and 
that custom has been observed hitherto at 
the Bridge of Boats. One. of the soldiors, 
however, scems not to have known of the 
custom, and tendered his 4 cash, Not con- 
tent with what. he might have regarded: as 
4 windfall, the ‘toll-collector required. that 
‘one (which was small or broken) should be 
changed; and, when the man demurred, 
teized .hold of him. Some pushing and 
‘pulling ennued, and when the other scldier 
‘saw their comrade being puahed, they began 
‘pushing too, Antoine on this struck out, 
Wwhereon the soldiers jolzed him and began 
dragging him across the bridge, The bridgo

“What followed has been already described. 
What has yet.to come, it is difilonlt to pre-

that it shall remain free, or be.removed, 
From-the fault of the management, the 
bridge has. always been unpopular, . It is 
underatood that one of the condi- 
tions of ita erection was that the proprietors 
should pay a fixed sum in compensation to 
the ferrymen who used to ply at the spot ; 
but that the agreement was never c&rried 
out, - Then the Chinese. wanted to buy the 
ridge in order to free it; but such an 
outrageous price was demanded that itoould 
not ba entertained ; and the result of these 
things was that a free ferry was started 
alongside, which at-once took away nino- 
tenths of the. business. It remains to bo 
seem what. will be the end of the present 
trouble, The Chinese are aaid to ba deter- 
minei that either the toll or the bridge shall
